PECULIAR RAILWAY ACCIDENT. 



An Exciting Experience st Syracuse, 
N. Y., Yesterday. 

Syracuse, X. V., Aug. 4. — A cog 
wheel not more than 4 inches in diam- 
eter lying unnoticed just inside a rail 
on the Lackawanna railroad track 
caused, in the heart of this city, just 
before noon .today, one of the most 
peculiar railroad accidents ever wit- 
nessed here. 

The engine was pulling a heavy 
freight into the yard when it was de- 
railed on the street. The front, end of 
the engine caught in the gutter and al- 
though the train was not going fast

The 
directors, after due consideration and 
under tho circumstances, having no cer- 
tainty us to the future supply of ore, 
have thought il proper to write off 25 
per cent of these items. On the credit 
side tho figures explain themselves. Reve- 
nue account — The amount of £22,124 
12s lOd has been placed to reserve. This

Omori Says Centuries May 
Elapse Before Another 
Earthquake.

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San Francisco, Aug. 4. — Professor 
Omori, Japanese export on seismology, 
who has returned from the vicinity of 
Chittenden, Wrights and Santa Cruz, 
win re he had boon examining tho ef- 
fects of the earthquake, urges a better 
organization on the part of the state 
for Investigating earthquake phenom- 
ena. According to Omori, bureaus 
should bo established all over tho state 
and equipped with seismographs, so 
that Ihe slightest tremble of the earth 
could bo detected and Its effects more 
thoroughly ntudled. Then, when a 
shock occurred, reports would come in 
from all over the .state, .and In' the 
shortest time tio centre of shock could 



be located and its effects Intelligently 
studied. 

Professor Omori is most optimistic 
In discussing earthquakes, and says 
that in his opinion California will be 
free from shocks for over 50 years, and 
very probably for a much longer 
period. • 

"In all probability," he said, "thero 
will never be an earthquake in tho 
state as severe as the one In April. 
The crust of the earth has slipped, and 
tho slipping was caused by the crust 
at the point of weakness being in un- 
stable equilibrium. This state of 
equilibrium Is caused by the redlsposl- 
tion of matter nnd takes ages to ac- 
complish. The fact that there was 
such an unquestionable settling of the 
earth tends to confirm the theory that 
tho crust has settled to a position 
where it will remain probably for cen- 
turies without any farther slip. The 
rivers will have to carry enormous 
quantities of earth Into the sea, and 
tho washing of the ocean will have to 
change the position of countless tons 
of material before there will be such a 
redistribution of matter as will justify 
an earthquake. 

"I have been observing the phenom- 
ena of the minor shocks that have boon 
occurring since the large one, and 
their occurrence strengthens nie In my 
belief. They have been coming in 
regular beats and lessening in inten- 
sity as time passes, which shows that 
the crust' of the earth Is swinging In 
its new position and is slowly settling 
to a position of rest. The barometric 
pressure also effects to a large degree 
the occurrence of the minor shocks, as 
they seem to come stronger when the 
pressure of the air is greatest. Most 
of tho shocks are of no importance, 
except to aid Investigation, as they 
can be felt only with tho seismo- 
graph." 

Professor Omori will probably com- 
pile his report of the Investigation ho 
has been conducting while on the way 
back to Japan. Speaking of predicting 
earthquakes, he said: 

"It might be possible to predict an 
earthquake If the observations preced- 
ing one could be carefully ascertained. 
Often an earthquake of any size Is 
preceded by a series of minor shocks, 
especially If tho centre of shock is at 
any distance from the location where 
the observation Is made. There are 
often tremors which precede the great 
shock, and those minor shocks often 
come several days before the big one." 

FEATHER VS. FUR. 

In tlio Race Between Jack Rabbit and

All tho morning tho four staunch 
horses bad been pulling tlio heavy 
stage coach over a sandy desert In 
Southern Texas.

movement of the wings. 

Suddenly a "jack-rabbit," startled by 
the rattle of the stage, jumped from 
Its cover In the shade of a yucca plant, 
and shook its leg over tho sandy ex- 
panse in leaps fully fifteen feet apart. 
It had not made ten jumps when tho 
hawk spied It, and half falling, half 
tumbling through the air ho descended 
to within fifty feet of the earth and 
started In pursuit. The "jack" had 
gained a good lead before it discovered 
that it was being chased, but on see- 
ing the hawk, it bent every muscle in 
its sinewy legs in an effort to outstrip 
its assailant. 

Gradually the hawk drew near until 
ho was almost over the "jack," then, 
bowing his wings, he dropped through 
tho air like a falling meteor. With 
feet extended and talons outstretched, 
ho was about to snatch up his prey, 
when the "jack" stopped short nnd 
squatted flat on the sand. The hawk 
overshot his mark a foot of more, but 
instead of turning back, he arose In the 
same graceful curve in which he de- 
scended, thus describing a large U. 

N T o sooner had he started upward 
than the "jack" was again coursing 
over the desert like a shot from a gun. 
It had gained fully fifty yards before 
the hawk overtook It and again at- 
tacked it. Once more the "jack" elud- 
ed the charge in the same manner. 

By this time the chase had become 30 
exciting that tho driver halted his 
horses and we both stood up on tho 
seat, clinging to each other and watch- 
ing with bated breath the outcome of 
the struggle. 

"The 'jack' can't keep that pace up 
much longer. It's pretty well tuckered 
out now. The hawk'll catch It next 
time sure," exclaimed the driver as the 
Combatants gradually drew near. But 
before the hawk bad a chance again 
to swoop down, the "Jack" reached a 
bunch of chaparral, where It took 
shelter. 

The "jack" evidently thought It safer 
to fight In the open than In the bushes, 
for as the hawk arose, It started off 
again, this time beading for a bunch of 
cattle that was feeding about two hun- 
dred yards away. Tho hawk made his 
fourth unsuccessful attack while the 
distance was being covered by the hare, 
but before he was ready for another 
swoop tho "jock" had outstripped his 
pursuer, nnd dashing up to one of tho 
steers, darted between his front and 
hind legs nnd stopped.

As food for reflection for Colonist 
readers this Sunday morning, wo draw 
attention to the quite iniportaut state- 
ment made yesterday by the general 
manager of the Canadian Bank of Com- 
merce at: Montreal, as reported in the 
telegraphic despatches.

iteney in expressing the view that all 
progress recorded by the various prov- 
inces of the 'Dominion will be eclipsed 
by th«' strides which British Columbia 
will make when her vast resources shall 
have been properly computed by agencies 
which are responsible for the develop- 
ment of a country. British Columbia is 
coming into her own and we have the 
confident belief that before many months 
have passed, there will he evidenced a 
wave of progress and expansion which 
will surpass the fondest expectations of 
the most sanguine. 



To correct the first 
mistake :i lot of patch work was done 
to improve it, which resulted in in 
creasing the inefficiency of the system 
To understand the terms of the com- 
petition it must he understood that the 
National Company's rates were just 
double those of the city. At the end of 
two years the number of subscribers to 
each wits about equal; but it was just 
here where (he disadvantages, or rath- 
er defects of the municipal system he- 
£an to be apparent; The private sys- 
tem begun to go ahead, while the oth- 
er remained practically at a standstill. 
In the next throe years the company 
was able to give its subscribers double 
the number, of 'phones the municipal 
system had. As the value of a tele- 
phono largely lies in tho number of 
connections which may be had, it will 
be seen thai in the end the company's 
service nt double the price was really 
the cheapest. Finally tho deterioration 
in tho municipal plant, and the lack of 
uniformity in equipment became so ser 
ions that it w.-is plain the city urns 
adopt either one or the other of two 
plans; either go out of business or 
scrap a large portion of its plant and 
spend hundreds of thousands of dol- 
lars out of capital in replacing it. 

The moral of the situation is ob- 
vious. The enterprise was not launched 
on or carried on mi business lines. The 
business conditions which determine 
the success or failure of such an enter- 
prise were not taken into considera- 
tion, the usual result of municipal man- 
agement. An uhlcrinnnic body is only 
an aggregation of men, and if individ- 
ually they are not experienced in 
the business which it is proposed io un- 
dertake, collectively tlie.v are no hotter 
but rather worse, because in the multi- 
tude of Inexperienced counsel there is 
confusion ami not wisdom. But, in any 
event, tho telephone is a business with 
which from the nature of the condi- 
tions which govern it municipalities 
should have nothing to do. Municipal 
ownership theoretically is the finest 
thing in the world. It works out math- 
ematically perfect, and if we had 
ideal conditions of municipal manage- 
ment would be perfect; but experience 
has shown us, the world over, and 
especially in America, that the condi- 
tions in municipal government cannot 
ho obtained as they are obtained under 
private control to ensure the best re- 
sults with n maximum of efficiency 
and a minimum of expenditure.

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CLASGOW'S TELEPHONE FAILURE 

The Glasgow Herald informs us thai 
the municipal ownership of the tele- 
phone in that city has been a failure 
and has resulted In loss to the ratepay- 
ers. As a consequence the municipal 
authorities have disposed of the plant, 
right, title and goodwill to the govern- 
ment. As a municipal telephone was 
one of the hobbies which Mayor Mor- 
ley wished to exploit in Victoria at the 
expense of the city treasury and of the 
telephone customers, it may he well to 
consider some of the causes which con- 
tributed to Glasgow's failure in a sim- 
ilar direction. 

In the first place, it is fair to say 
that tele;, hone systems are in a class 

by themselves, and only experi ;e 

and skilled management have succeed- 
ed in making them a success even un- 
der private ownership. It lias not been 
shown that any city has been able to 
carry them on satisfactorily, Moreover, 
in the best interests of the community 
a telephone system must remain a mon- 
opolj . There can be no such a thing as 
competition in the ordinary sense of 
the term. A second telephone system 
installed in a city simply means that 
.the customers are obliged to use two 
.systems instead of one at. double the 
expense, and at corresponding incon- 
venience. Wha! happened in Glasgow 
is what Mayor Morley attempted to 
Icing about here. The experiment 
there grew out of a feeling that, the 
private company, known as the Nation- 
al Company, was charging excessive 
rates. Kxporls were employed to prove 
ibis. You '.■in always get experts to 
prove anything if you pay them 
enough. -Now the expert employed for 
this particular purpose sat down and 
figured out that a first-class service 
COUld be supplied ut a cist of EC 5s 
per subscriber. The expert, however, 
forgo! to include a lot of things thai

WEEK AT CITY HALL. 

Civio Matters Which Were Discusaod 
Since Last Council Meeting. 

The past week luis been it very busy 
one for the city council and many im- 
portant matters have been denlt with. 
Among the most Important was in refers 
dice to the proposed establishment of a 
leper station al Albert Head. This mut- 
ter was fully discussed ami the harm 
that it would do 10 tue city was very 
strotlgly pointed out. A resolution ob- 
jecting to the procedure was passed nnd 
representation's mode to Hon. Win. Tom- 
plerann vrliicli brought the information 
that the matter had not been definitely 
Bottled and would not bo gone on with 
till the location had been examined by 
Ihe proper Officials. At the Mommy 
evening meeting the electric light com- 
mittee presented a report on the tire at 
the station in which they treed Ihe em- 
ployees from any blame. At the same 
time they recommended that the repairs 
be made lit once and as un additional 
precaution that the rafters be covered 
with galvanized iron, This also caused 
considerable discussion nnd many oi: the 
aldermen were of Hie opinion that some 
one was to blame for allowing the .-da- 
tum to bn left without it watchman. J he 
all important Question Of finances also 
cropped iip lu this matter and the alder- 
men were at their wits end to secure the 
necessary money to make the repairs. 
The assistance of the finance committee 
wns called and they recommended that 
the money bo taken from a grant that 
was made to repair Ihe pumping sta- 
tion on Yntes street which as yet has 
never been used. Another matter that 
has a vital importance to the city of 
Victoria is the sewerage question oft 
Ihe (Jorge. As is well known at present 
many of the residents of that beauti- 
ful stretch of water drain their sewer- 
age into the arm. Tins has been going 
on for some time and H lias now reached 
the stage that something must be done 
and done very quickly If the Arm is to 
bo used as n pleasure resort lor the pub- 
lic. Al low tide on the (Jorge, the 
stench from the sewerage is almost un- 
bearable and With the large number thai 
nro in the habit of swimming at this 
point it is strange that as yet no cases 
of fever have been developed. Several 
of the aldeimen are in favor of having 
legislation pnssrd compelling the resi- 
dents to install septic tanks which, ill 
this manner, would do away with vvy 
unnecessary flow of sewerage. Ihe 
council has not yet settled the matter 
and it will again come up for consider- 
ation at an early dale. 

During the past week nn arrangement 
has been made with the Victoria ami 
Sydney Railroad company whereby they 
Will- pfty to the city 1 annually, the sum 
of $300 for Ihe relit of the market hall. 
For some time past no revenue has been 
received from this source and some of 
the aldermen were in favor of notifying 
the company to move but His Worship 
had an interview with Mr. Wood in 
Which he agreed to pay the above men- 
tioned sum without prejudice to either 
side. The street, sewers and bridges 
committee have mil been idle and at the 
last regular meeting they presented a 
report calling for considerable work m 
which is included a septic tank m the 
neighborhood of Ksquimalt road or Ual- 
ton street. Besides these many mat- 
ters the water question has always been 
in the foreground and- considerable time 
was taken up with the discussion on this 
subject. !j 

Many complaints are being made by 
the residents of .Limes bay, who reside 
In the neighborhood of the extension Of 
Government street, or iise that thorough- 
fare during their daily travels. As will 
be remembered ii. is a considerable time 
since this dispute- lias been settled, but 
lis yet very little lias been done towards 
extending the thoroughfare through to 
Toronto street. It is true that a gravel 
sidewalk bus been made but the exten- 
sion of the street proper has not been 
proceeded with. A few days ago a start 
was made to remove ihe buildings thai 
are at present situated on the street but 
for some reason it was slopped and noth- 
ing further has been done and in the 
meantime the carls and wagons .'ire 
using the sidewalk for a short cut 
through to Toronto street much to the 
disgust of the pedestrians. The side 
walk was a very good one but since the 
carts and wagons have been allowed to 
use it for traffic, il lias become noth- 
ing more than a dust heap through 
which the fool passengers have to "al- 
low or travel around the block. 

The case for Ihe residents was very 
clearly put when one of them said: "We 
are being taxed for the extension and 
the improvement that was going to be 
made but as yet I fail to see any. If 
the road is not fixed very shortly I will 
refuse to pay the tax and will lake the 
mailer to COlirl before I will agree to 
pay one cent for the improvements thnt 
we have not received. The officials 
must think we are nil crazy iT we are 
going to pay our taxes nn something thai j 
we have never received nnd we will 
will have to ttt- 
ttle more prompt 
doing."

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British ship, Barcoro, C'apt. Macken- 
zie, arrived yesterday in tow of the tug 
Wytulrlu, with :i cargo of general mer- 
chandise, including large consignments of 
bricks, salt, pig iron, groceries', liquors, 
etc., after a passage of 138 flays from 
(Glasgow. The Blirco're onconntered one 
storm during Iter vojjcgo. Soon after 
rounding Capo Horn on May last — two 
sunken icebergs being sighted on the 
way around the Cape of Storms — the 
Barcore mot. with a stiff gale. It was 
on May 30th. The .ship labored hard in 
a heavy sea and the decks were flooded 
by one great sea which swept, over the 
weather side, damaging the starboard 
life boat aad the deck, and causing the 
bruising of several seamen and appren- 
tices who were hurt slightly when 
washed- about the deck by the heavy 

After leaving the Clyde (he Barcore 
had fresh weather and readied the 
equator after a run of 24 days. South- 
east trades were experienced and the 
head winds until the latitude of Slater 
Islttnd was reached. The cape was 
rounded on May 25th or 2(Hll. South- 
east of the Morn two. large icebergs were 
sighted. They were extensive and low 
in the water, evidently with the greater I 
percentage submerged. They were (it) 
miles southeast of Cape Horn. In the| 
South Pacific, strong 
were experienced to '2 north, and for 
five hundred miles, doldruns were en- 
countered, witli heavy rains, as much as 
10 lnch.es falling during one day. Oil 
Julv Stli northeast trades set in ami 
wore carried from lo north to 20 north, 
whence variable winds were experienced 
to 42 north anil south west winds until 
atrivnl at the Cape, where thick fog 
was encountered. The ship lay four 
days off the entrance to the Straits be- 
fore being picked up by the tug W'yndda. 



The Princess Beatrice Reached Port 
Yesterday From Skagway. 

The steamer Princess Beatrice, Capt. 
Hughes, arrived yesterday from Skag- 
way and ports of the northern const. 
(The steamer brought south a large 
number of passengers, 107 in all, tlio 
majority of whom debarked at Van- 
couver. Included among the passengers 
were Hatfield, the Klondike rainmaker 
and his brother. The rainmakers were 
to have been paid .>.i 11,000 if they suc- 
ceeded in inducing the Klondike clouds 
to give up moisture, hut they didn't, 
and what they got was their expense.; 
to whence they came. The steamer 
brought news from the Skeena that the 
sockeyes were running very poor there, 
the canneries having less than 5,000 
cases put up and already the hump- 
backs were commencing to rim. On 
llivers Inlet, .Nuns and at Alert Bay 
the salmon were running . heavily, 
though, and good packs were being put 
ui>. Tlie fishermen on the c-keeita were 
very disappointed.

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MAY UPSET FREIGHTS. 

The coming of a large licet of tramp 
steamers to this coast is causing com- 
ment among wheat shippers who ex- 
pect that freight rates will be upset by 
the encroachment of the Steamers for 
the wheat carrying trade. A e rciilur 
just sent to France by tho agent of 
some French shipowners says: "Tho 
great number of tramp steamers en 
route for San Francisco and tlie ports 
of the Xorth make chartering of suil-| 
ing vessels difficult at present. It iS 
very probable that many of these 
steamers will he fixed for lumber. 
However, it cannot lie denied that iTieir 
pending arrival is producing n very bad 
effect for the (bartering of sailing ves- 
sels."

BATTLE ABBEY'S MISHAP.

As a result of the ac- 
cident a largo portion of her keel was 
torn off, and the vessel will have to be 
repaired before sailing. 

Badly leaking, she was towed to the 
shipyards of Hal] Bros.' Marino Tlail- 
way and Shipbuilding plant, at Wins- 
low, Eagle Harbor. A survey of_ the 
vessel's damages will be made today. 
All of her lumber cargo will have to bo 
discharged. It is said (lie tide carried 
the vessel too far to one side, causing 
her to strike.

records of consecutive centuries (for many 
citizens who may Jostle you upon our 
thoroughfares today were pioneers and

fair Dominion, 1 hope the memories or all 
here , assembled may revert in pleasant

As corroborative evidence or our city's 
claim of having been the capital. It Is In- 
teresting to observe that the first act 
passed In British Columbia respecting the 
practice of medicine was passed here, and 
Is entitled "An Ordinance Respecting 
Practitioners of Medicine and Surgery. ' 
It Is dated as having passed the legisla- 
tive council upon April 1, 1867, and as- 
sented to In ller Majesty's mime upon 
April 'J, 1807, by Frederick Seymour, gov- 
ernor at New Westminster, H. C. The 
efqbccnvbgkqj ar WJpnr Vspjavsr VsJpar pj 
act is a short one, and the preamble is not 
by any men nn the least Important clause. 
It runs: "Whereas it is expedient that 
persons requiring medical aid should be 
enabled to distinguish .qualified from un- 
qualified persons, therefore lie it enacted." 
This clause shows dearly that the Idea 
In the minds of the early legislators of 
this province, when they passed our first 
medical act. was that It was more for the 
protection of the public from Incompetent 
practitioners that such a law was neces- 
sary than, as Is en often stated at tlie 
present day, to create the members of our 



profession Into a (dosed corporation. I nm 
Indebted to one of our former presidents, 
•Dr. It. 13, Walker, of New Westminster, 
for this Item of history,' and If any per- 
sons feel sufficiently Interested to" look 
more carefully Into the legislative history 
of the profession, I would refer them to 
his presidential address of August 20, 1002* 
In which this feature of our history Is very 
elaborately recorded. 

The Royal Columbian hospital, founded 
In 1830, now located In our suburb— Snp- 
pcrton — was the first hospital established 
upon the mainland of British Columbia, 
there having been a marine hospital at 
Victoria prior to JSoO, 

It mhy not be unprofitable to briefly re- 
view the history of the association, espe- 
cially as the city In which we are now as- 
sembled was Intimately associated with 
the conception and birth of our officially 
organized Institution. We are now just 
seven years Old, and, though the silver 
streaks of advancing years are showing 
upon the (lends, and the contemporary 
Hues of care upon the features, of many 
present, I sincerely hope not one of us has 
yet lost the retrospective Interest, attached 
to and associated with the arrival of the 
annual birthday period. 

During the year 1800 a series of meetings 
of the Vancouver and the New Westmin- 
ster medical societies was held to discuss 
the question of the formation of a provin- 
cial ' medical association. On January IS. 
1000, the Victoria Medical society Invited 
delegates from Vancouver, New Westmin- 
ster and Nannlmo to a dinar/, at which 
the desirability of such nn association 
was unanimously recognized. The next 
day a meeting was held In the parliament 
buildings, in the rooms of the lion, the 
president of the council, at which Hon. Dr. 
MoW'echnle, of Nanalino; Drs. Elclnickon, 
Pagan aid Praser, Victoria; Dr. Walker, of 
New Westminster, and Drs. Weld and 
Pearson, of Vancouver, were present. The 
llrltlsh Columbia Medical association was 
Inaugurated, officers were elected, and In 
August of the same year the first meeting 
took place III Vancouver. 

Tlie dangers 'besetting the infantile ami 
childhood period of medical societies In 
general arc more or less familiar to the 
profession, and the vicissitudes and pre- 
carious existence of our llrltlsh Columbia 
local societies may even yet lie within the 
memory of some present. Without further 
Irksome anil wearying recital or histori- 
cal data, we may congratulate the associa- 
tion upon Its having passed the most dan- 
gerous period of lire, survived many criti- 
cal experiences and that i:ow it might he 
regarded as almost aide to "run alone." 
Many or us seem to consider such an or- 
ganization really able to run itseir. but 
we only require a moment's serious thought 
loto realize Hint It needs support. United 
efforts and allegiance to the true principles 
or our ancient and noble profession will 
Instil such vitality that the objects utld 
purposes or the association will become 
more apparent to each member, and real 
benefit be bestowed upon the profession 
and general public. 

So much of sterling value, In Informa- 
tion, suggestion and precept Is contained 
within the small colli pass of tho constitu- 
tion, by-laws and code of ethics of the 
'llrltlsh Columbia 'Medical association, that 
I now take the liberty to suggest that 
steps lie taken to place a copy In the pos- 
session of every member of the profession 
In the province, and I earnestly hope cm 



Is very" apparent. As custodians 'of the 
public and private health, we' should de- 
serve and coiiimiind a greater degree of 
public confidence. ''than 1 fear Is destowed 
upon us. Why such relations'.' There may 
be some cause of fault with the public. 
We may at times think them hypercritical; 
yet we nil recognize that honest criticism 
Is beneficial and stimulative towards bet- 
ter and more perfected effort. .Since It Is 
"our duty to the public" that Is under con- 
sideration, I sluill not attempt to deal 
with "the duty ot the public to ns," but 
will endeavor to make a few observations, 
which l trust may arouse sufficient 
thoughtful Interest In our professional 
musings, from which possible benefit may 
accrue. 

That many causes exist with us where- 
by this loss of professional prestige has 
become so general I am convinced all. 
present , will admit. As to how numerous 
the causes are which have produced such 
effects and the remedy to be applied or 
counteracting course adopted, I really 
think It Impossible, In the short time at 
my disposal, anil also Inadvisable to un- 
dertake ti uinerntlon ol'. or suggest 

remedies, i Every man is conscious or In- 
dividual defects or character, tenipcranu'iit. 
disposition and qualification of Illness for 
the position he may be called upon tr> fill. 
The medical profession offers no easy 
grade nor substitutions! discharge of duty, 
whereby such natural discounting defects 
might be counterbalanced in some other 
profession, stjitdo or calling, for the physi- 
cian must personally attend to duties, no 
proxy often lielug worth considering. 
Hence, upon Ids Individual fitness and pos- 
session of those Inherent qualities (educa- 
tional training being granted), tact, ,good 
judgment, knowledge or human nature, 
etc., which go toward making a good phy- 
sician, depends his success. This per- 
sonal attention which the profession calls 
for, both In realization to patient and pub- 
lic, soon tests the physician's capability 
for inspiring confidence or otherwise, l'ro- 
j fcsslomil unfits may account In some do- 
I gree for the attitude or the public under 
I consideration, but there are other causes, 
I many or slow growth, therefore more 
deeply rooted. 

Lack of unity and form, adherence to 
duly, principle ami honor, upon questions 
or moral and professional character today 
constitute the worm al the root, and are 
undermining the foundations or profes- 
slmuil prestige. This Is n broad, far- 
reaching statement, comprising sub-divis- 
ions which may embrace every breach of 
professional ethics, ami. if properly ap- 
plied, should constitute each one his own 
confessor. The objecf desired when these 
thoughts were engendered, will. I hope, 
be more likely of attainment by leaving 
this delicate subject with us In Its sug- 
gestive character, trusting that we will 
give to It the dally prominence which It 
deserves. 

The public expects, anil Jutsly, too. the 
pbysfclnn to he qualified for any task. 
This thought might lead us towards the 
sub divisions of general medldne and sur- 
gery Into special fields, and very properly 
so. for we all soon recognize how broad 
and yet. how limited Is our knowledge, The 
specialist should be more capable of giv- 
ing, to the public the best best his field 
can produce. We, as physicians, recog- 
nize the advantages of special study and 
application, and should not hesitate to ad- 
! vise our patients accordingly.

As no distinctions of race or nationality 
are recognized by us, so in our ministra- 
tions to the public during the discharge of 
professional ilutlrai we stnnd upon nn 
slolated -plane, and require to be most 
careful that we retain In the public eye 
the respect and confidence bequeathed by 
our predecessors. Having lived and la- 
bored under some of the old, and now 
superseded, methods of practice, and In 
older Canada, the difference of the nttl- 
tude of the public towards us as a pro- 
fession, compared with that of years ago, 



That the profession hns done noble ser- 
vlco and placed the public In a position 
of comparative safety when contagious or 
communicable diseases are considered, 
every citizen will admit. 

We are all so familiar with (he Inestim- 
able benefits which have during recent 
years been conferred upon humanity by 
bacteriological discovery and demonstra- 
tion, that I will not impose upon your pa- 
tient Indulgence by attempting to en- 
largo upon this subject. 'Were these re- 
marks addressed to the public, tfiS bene- 
fits accruing to them from discoveries per- 
taining to hygiene, purity of food, milk 
and water supply, etc., could he dilated 
upon, but this would form n subject 
worthy In Itself of separate presentation, 
and beyond present Intentions. 

Though purposely avoiding special men- 
tion of the diseases, which, ^through scien- 
tific Investigation, linve been prominently 
brought to public and professional notice, 



t cannot refrain from 'asking your serious 
consideration of the movement and Inter- 
est aroused by the universal efforts to: 
combat the ravages of "The ■White Plague" 
— tuberculosis. 

I'pou the medical profession depends, lo 
a great degree, the success of efforts to In- 
telligently apply the modern methods of 
opposing and counteracting the communi- 
cation of this subtle and dread scourge of 
humanity. It is' our duty to educate the 
"masses" as to the contagious character 
or tills wide-spread malady. Though' great; 
er progress has been made In the F.nstern 
provinces or the Dominion anil the republic 
south of us, we are now taking more 
active Interest In this modern crusade 
and, through the untiring efforts of the 
secretary of our provincial board of health, 
definite steps are now being taken for 
the establishing of n sanitarium.

In addressing to you, as brother prac- 
titioners, these rambling remarks, seem-, 
liigly with the object of enlisting your fur- 
ther active efforts In a cause constantly 
with us, 1 am aware that tho appeal Is 
made to a body of gentlemen who ever 
have been nml arc foremost In philan- 
thropic work, and who ptiTorm more char- 
itable labor than all other professions com- 
bined. I trust these observations may as-, 
slst us In the more faithful discharge of 
dalles entrusted to our care; for, being 
fullv conscious of my Inability to effective? 
ly handle a subject so replete with prob- 
lems and possibilities, I feel that these 
remarks have fallen very far short ot what 
the Important questions demand. 

Items of business and matters or public 
and professional Import will be laid be- 
fore you for discussion and consideration. 
Questions bearing upon education may de- 
mand your serious attention. You will he 
asked to elnslder the question or fees In; 
life assurance examination; this is a ques- 
tion savoring of commercialism, but. con- 
sidering Hie conditions which at present 
exist, it is Imperative that we deal with It. 

These nml other matters may be pre- 
sented, concerning which I feel confident 
your snreful and prudent deliberations 
will lead to wUo resolutions. 

We are highly favored by having with 
us so many visitors and. as the programme 
Offers a list of subjects rich In educative 
thought. I take tills opportunity of thank- 
ing von for your patient attention while 
listening to this prosy address, and now 
have pleasure in presenting to you papers 
of much more Interesting character by 
gentlemen prominent in the profession, 
not onlv In British Columbia, but also In 
the Republic of Stars and Stripes. 

Hoping the subject material placed be- 
fore vou may evoke friendly criticism and 
discussion. In which I most cordially in- 
vite our guests from the South lo parti- 
cipate, I willingly resign the future cou- 
duct of the session to your care.

In British Columbia to develop them. Ask 
the traders on the Stiklne, Ilylaud, Cnl- 
breath and the Hudson's Bay company 
whether they will endorse the recommen- 
dation of Mr. Smith to curtail the priv- 
ileges or Hie visiting hunter, or the rec- 
ommcndntlon to let well alone nnd leave 
the game law Of Ilrltlsh Columbia ns It is 
until the people who know nnd nre most 
Vitally Interested ask for n change.

'Ilrltlsh Columbia's hunters nre some of 
tliein nearly as hard to entch as the game 
they hunt. Does he think that, except for 
sale, nearly as much came Is killed by the 
white men now as by the Indians when 
they. lived on gaine alone? stop the sale 
bt game a* the States have done, and; 
without -artiriclal .reserves, British Colum- 
bia's big game will outlast the white mull,' 
ns it lias outlived the Indian. Money 
killed the buffalo, us it is killing e>.erythiug 
else that Is good In the States (of Lady 
Baltimore by Owen Whistler) nnd the un- 
bridled .--'reed for money may cause the 
extermination of our big game; but If the 
stile of game and game trophies be stopped, 
British love of sport under Mich reasonable, 
restriction ns British Columbia has at 
present, will do very little harm.

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Qotterdammerung Is one of the four 
of Richard Wagner's music-dramas 
that comprises Der King des Nibe- 
lungen, or in other words n series of 
operas based on a similar narrative. 
It would be an impossibility for me to 
discuss nil of them, for such would rill 
a volume, but I have chosen the one 
which I think will be the most interest- 
ing to my readers, and also quite read- 
ily understood by them. There is a 
certain fascination about the works of 
Wagner that interests nearly every- 
one, whether they are musical or not. 

Before entering Into a discussion of 
the great music-drama whlcn I have 
in hand, I think it would be quite pru- 
dent to give to my readers a brief ac- 
count of the structure of Wagner's 
music-dramas, as this always Is a hin- 
drance to those who are absolutely fa- 
miliar with his works. Many varied 
and Important peculiarities of struc- 
ture are to be found, probably the most 
noticeable being the entire dispensing 
with the traditional and operatic forms. 
Upon analysis we find no arias and a 
continuous (low of melody, which cor- 
responds to the more emotional current 
of the drama. The vocal parts are 
more impassioned declamation than 
singing in the traditional sense. One 
of the most salient features is the great 
prominence given to the orchestra, as 
contrasted with, for instance, the sub- 
ordination to which the orchestra is 
Subjected in Lucia di Lammennoor by 
•Vincerzo Bellini, Each character or 
Gotterdammerung, and in fact of the 
entire Trilogy "Der Ring des Nlbe- 
lungen," is represented by what is 
termed "a motive," and these motives 
are frequently woven into a complex 
web of melodies in exact consistency 
with the dramatic subjects and their 
procedure. Throughout the work the 
listener's mind is greatly concentrated 
upon the subject, whose elements Anal- 
ly present one grand and compact 
whole, and ultimately closes with a 
grand climax. The potent factors of a 
music drama arc unity, variety, sym- 
metry, contrast, climax, and in these 
works of Wagner, we can llnd these to 
a most marked degree. I could go on 
and mention the grandeur of Ins colos- 
sal harmonies embodied in the Mj> e " 
Jung Tetralogy, hut it would make this 
articel rather lengthy, so I must 
fine nivself within certain bounds, 
though" Wagner was born in 1SK5. 
ifini't of the Nibelung Circle Dor RUijis- 
g-dri was not produced until 1SG9, but 
the next year Die Walkure was put on 
the stage. I do not remember exactly, 
■but I think it was in 187U when the 
£rtt performance of Wagner 3 great 
Trilloe:,' "Der Ring de 
took place at Bnyreuth. 
try town, where the poet-composer was 
lucky enough to have a theatre cf lus 
or/n. But although this wis rather an 
o'icun place, nevertheless, musicians 
and muoic-lovers congregated fronj all 
parts of tin world to hear Ins musi< 
and dramas. I had the pleasure some 
years ago of being in this place, al- 
though now it is remodelled and put on 
a more elaborate basis than it was dur- 
ing Wagner's time. The nuainl cus- 
tom-' is still maintained of having the 
orchestra out of sight, and the utmost 
silence prevailing, so that there is noth- 
ing to receive the attention of the audi- 
'ence but the stage. Encores are not 
tolerated, and each participant is whol- 
ly taken up with the successful inter- 
pretation of the work he or she has in 
liatld.. In 1S82. a year before Wagners 
death, the Nibelungen was performed 
for the first time, and with great suc- 
cess, in London, although on a previous 
occasion in "1877 there was a Wagner 
festival at Royal Albert Hall. 
; Now let me return to my subject — 
the discussion of the music-drama 
K'Qotterdanimerung." As I have men- 
tioned in the introduction, it is one of 
the series which is embodied in that 
great epic poem, the Nibelung. Char- 
acteristic of the Teutonic people, it_ is 
dollied in natural interest, that winch 
is in close relationship to the human 
race and human instincts. It is ex- 
ceedingly vivid and intense, and on ac- 
count of its intricate beauty. "Gotter- 
iWnmerung" is rather difficult to un- 
derstand by the average person. 

To those who have seen any of the 
operas of this Ring, it will be an easy 
matter to. follow the development of 
Siegfried from an ungroomed youth to 
a mat are and powerful man, and also 
how Wotan and the entire heavenly 
race were threatened. In "GotterdanV 
njcrung" Wotan awaits the end nnd the 
fulfilment of destiny. The two leading 
characters are Siegfried, as I have be- 
fore mentioned, and Brynhilda, a de-

In the first act we are taken to the 
mountain top where Rryuhilda is, and 
there is found three Norrir weaving a 
golden coil. Here is depicted in a most 
poetic way the end of existing things. 
Suddenly the coil snaps, which is t lie 
work of the angry gods. However, 
daylight dawns, and • Siegfried meets 
• Brynhildn on the mountain top. II is 
necessary for Siegfried to make a trip 
down the Rhine, and before he goes lie 
gjves the maiden a ring as a seal of his 
love. Brynhildn, in return, presents the 
hero with an immortal horse. Siegfried 
eventually leaves the maiden in the 
lone forest on the mountain side, mid 
tying his horse — his imnioi'lnl silver 
treasure— he proceeds upon his journey 
down the Rhine. 

The music in I he first scene is fall 
of passion, misery and despair, with 
the portrait of love standing out 
"like a beacon of fire," and also of a 
most exalted nature, although in the 
horn melody it is somewhat modified. 
As the youth ripens, so docs the music, 
and what is especially noticed is the 
broadness in rhythm. 

Four themes come to one's attention 
in this, tin- first act. The first is the 
generic theme, followed by the horn 
melody, and then the Siegfried theme, 
which is for the greater part made up 
of lnve melodies. The picture of the 
illocky Cavern suggests the Brynhllda 
motive, which is characterized by mu- 
sic nf a subdued style. Here are intro- 
duced two new motives, which show 
the other side of nature, and tills is 
followed by a joint love melody and n 
theme mollification of the Siegfried 
hero. 

Alter the prologue which appears 
here, there comes the rapturous love 
melody which leads into the passionate 
Brynhildn I heme. Following this is the 
ring motive and the Rhinegold. Kan- 
fare, and as a climax to this rather 
did! cult passage, we hnve the Rhine- 
gold and the Siegfried hero motive 
blended, which is without doubt one of 
the grandest parts of the opera. 

Siegfried's journey down the Rh'no 
is told in a sentience of themes, which 
is quite masterful in effect. Eventual- 
ly the hero arrives at the court of the 
.Gibichungs, a stern, hard people, and 
is welcomed by their king, Cunt her. 
The opening scene is a large hall 
facing on the Rhine. Hagen. ('.an- 
ther's half-brother, then hursts out in 
kong, which tells the story nf the ring 
of the Nibelung. 

The second act opens witli the Ha*- 
gen movement, which is characterized 
Iby harsh cords and a rhythm move- 
ment in the bnss which soon pusses 
over to a bright chivalrous theme, fol- 
lowed by flic Hagen theme. These run 
throughout the scene- In close pursuit 
we have the horn call, beginning: 
"Hail, hail, Siegfried, hall!" 

Siegfried steps ashore and is wel- 
comed by the king. Hagen has a sinis- 
ter desire to accomplish, and in order 
to become successful he. pours .'Jt 
magic potion into Siegfried's draught 
of welcome, which causes the hero to 
forget Rryuhilda. 

As Guthrune approaches, the music, 
which has been most charming, shows 
now the eflect of f orgetf ulness, mys- 
tery and indefiniteness. Siegfried, un- 
der the disguise of the torn helmet, re- 
turns to Brynhilda, penetrates the 
magic fire, and finally conquers the 
maiden. It must he understood that 
Hugen had 'nothing to do with this plot, 
n'liey find Rryuhilda clothed in a 
beautiful scene of evening, and on Sieg- 
fried's approach she rushes to meet her 
hero, but immediately starts back at 
the appearance of a strange man. The 
full and exalted music changes, and the 
act is brought to a tempestuous close 
by the Rryuhilda motive. 

I should like very much to go into 
the prologue, but I am afraid that 
space will not permit, so I shall pirss by 
with the remark that Hagen is left 
guard, sitting with a spear and shield 
across his knee, while Siegfried and 
Cunther proceed up the Rhine. 

In the third act the tragedy becomes 
most sublime. It opens with the pic- 
ture of a distant ship, and in some 
space the Rhine flowing through a 
magnificent stretch of country. When 
the return of the ring from Siegfried 
is asked, the music represents the 
gloomy theme nf subjection- The mu- 
sic gradually rises to a description "f 
the Rhine, and introducing a new 



theme symbolical of purity. The song: 
"Rhinegold, Rhinegold, 
Charming gold,"' etc. 
is begun, and is one of the most beauti- 
ful parts of this niusic-dramai 

In the hunt which occurs in the pro- 
logue, and which I have not described, 
Siegfried got separated from the rest 
of the party, solemn, doom entails, and 
as he cannot be overcome by threats, 
(hereby loses his liist chance of escape. 
Siegfried, sitting on the trunk of a 
tree, begins a recital of his life, He 
speaks of forging anew his father's 
haltered sword, of the ascension 



the combination, on a large scale, of 
vocal and instrumental music been 
brought to perfection. And probably 
the most magnificent and overwhelm- 
ingly sublime musical performance ever 
heard all down the centuries is the tri- 
ennial rendering by a choir and or- 
chestra of four thousand voices and 
instruments of a selection from Han- 
del's great oratorios. 

The National Anthem having been 
sung, with a wave of Ids wand the con- 
ductor starts the first note of that 
grandest and subllmest musical com- 
position ever written by mortal man, 
The Messiah.

"The most, illustrious singing-teacher 
of the nineteenth century," is Herman 
Klein's description of .Manuel Garcia 
in The Musical Courier. Mr. Klein 18 
even inclined to declare that Garcia 
was the greatest singing-teacher Hint 
ever lived. These words are called 
forth by the death of Garcia, which oc- 
curred in London duly 1st, Garcia, " 
is pointed out, is the one prominent 
Spanish name in music. A tenor, Ga- 
yarre, an dtlie violinist, Snrasate have 
in recent years represented Spain, but 
in a restricted sense, he says, and Ter- 
esa Curreno is Spanish, but colonial, 
having been born in Venezuela. Gar- 
cia's father was also a singing- master, 
and his sisters were the celebrated 
Maria Malibran and Pauline ViardoE. 
Garcia began his life-work as teacher 
of music, first in Paris and afterward 
in London, where .hi- , been me professor

was the discoverer of the laryngoscope, 
and by its means i applied scientific 
methods to voice development. From 
this resulted the "Garcia, method." 
otherwise known as the Italian meth- 
od, and still held in favor by a lnrge 
body nf musicians. The Evening Post 
comments thus upon this phase of the 
work: 

"It was a mere accident that led to 
the discovery thnt made Garcia famous 
—his finding, ill the simp of a Paris 
instrument-maker, a little mirror at- 
taohod to n stick, with which it oc- 
curred to him to try to see his vocal 
cords in action with the aid of a ray 
of sunlight. This led him to an endea- 
vor to [dace the art of vnice-building 
un a scientific, physiological basis, to 
explain tone-formation, registers, and 
lone colors, or modulations of the 
voice. His first communication of li is 
ideas to the world, in a lecture before 
. the Royal Society, attracted little at- 
tention: and it was not until the qunr- 
| rel of Turck and Czerraak, some years 
; later, regarding the invention of the 
laryngoscope, that the real inventor was 
j brought to light. In 18tH the Paris 
! Academy of Science divided the iXIon- 
; thyon prize between Turck and C'zer- 
miik; but all laryngologists long ago 
j discovered to whom the real credit for 
un epoch-making discovery belonged." 
: Gnrcia was led to repose less confi- 
dence in his scientific theories as years 
i wont on. Says M. A. Blumonberg, in 
I The Musical t 'minor:

HOW TO LEARN TO SWIM. 

August Recreation. 



Hrolf WIsby In 

You can learn to swim in a day. If 
you are particularly well adapted for 
tho sport you may learn it in a single 
lesson. I will be your self-appointed 
teacher, and so let us go right In for 
a swim. As my pupil you must do as 
I say nnd do nothing else. Don't look 
down into the water. Look ahead and 
out; that removes timidity. The deptli 
is now well above your waist, which 
means, that there's plenty of water to 
float your body. Some people think 
a few Inches of water over the breech 
will fluut them! Now, straighten your 
body. That's it. Throw ' your head 
well back. Keep it there, while I put 
you In the floating position. This Is 
done. You are lloating now— why? 
Because every part of your body, bead, 
arms, teet acd trunk, Is pat-fly sub- 
merged and thus .supported by the 
water. To show you wdiat this means 
wc will make un experiment. Just try 
to look at your toes and down you'll 
go. 

From the position of lloating (ling 
yourself over so That your left side 
faces the. bottom. Dig in with your 
right hand as far as you can reach in 
a straight line with your body. Move 
up this "oar" hand into position, with 
the palm toward your body and close 
enough to almost touch It. From your 
elbow to your finger-tips the right 
arm Is submerged during this stroke, 
which covers generally two- thirds the 
length of the body, starting right be- 
low the noso and finishing almost over 
I the knee. While the right hand goes 
I forward to make the stroke, the left 
hand is just reaching forward, with 
i the palm pointing to the bottom. This 
"reaching" of the left arm must be cor- 
rectly done, as all the "lloating In mo- 
tion" fnlls on the palm at that moment. 
On account of the palm being put for- 
ward at arm's length it covers almost 
| water enough for floating the whole 
I body above the waist; and this is im- 
portant, as the head must he continu- 
ally above water during a properly ex- 
ecuted side-Stroke. The leg action Is 
practically the same as wnon swim- 
ming on the buck, only more attention 
must be paid to the "jack-knife" trick 
to get a gooc action. In getting ready 
to strike, the knees should be brought 
/well forward rather than outward. As 
vour right hand Is about to go back 
with its stroke, the right knee ought 
lo almost touch the elbow.

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I well remember hiy Brut little brood 
ol : buff orpingtons, hutched on the Itli 
i.f July, 1001. I have to tlinnk Mrs. 
•Ootuvius Allen, of Salt Snrlng Island, 
for the pleasure they gavo me. Tliey 
•jverc strong, sturdy little birds, stand- 
ing on short legs, planted well apart, 
as one loves to see them, because" it 
Ktienks of strength and vigor of con- 
spitution, And how they grew! They 
vrere pretty at all n^es (which cannot 
be sniil of all breeds). 

As chicks, the buffs come next the 
whites for boauty, in my estimation. 
■"Their "deep, creamy tint and well sot 
up little bodies arc most attractive. 
iBnt a little white orpingtdn just out of 
the sftoll Kcenis to nie the most beauti- 
ful little bird I have ever seen. The 
white is so snowy, so velvety, and the 
shape of the little creature so perfect. 
To see a group of them looking up < xt 
you with lliose big dark eyes, set in 
while velvet would tnrn almost anyone 
into a poultry lover. 

Black orpington chicks were decided- 
ly disappointing to me. They show a 
good deal of white, anil their shape 
land carriage do not impress one as do 
that the huff's and whites. As they 
begin 10 feather, it is a disappointment 
to see touches of white in the wings 
and round the face, though with the 
.second feathers this al! disappears, and 
they are "as black as a crow," beak, 
legs and eyes, n h well as coat- As these 
three varieties of the breed grow 
older, they differ considerably. The 
bull's large boned and do not till 

mi t at an early age. They show many 
traces of black and white feathers, mid 
are very difficult to breed solid buff. 
They mature fairly early, and toy ex- 
perience has been that they lay very 
iwell indeed, provided I feed for eggs, 
and ata careful to make them hunt for 
their food. If, on the contrary, .they 
tire fed "anyhow" and can pick it up 
rlglit where they stand, they grow fat 
and very broody. lint they are the 
gentlest of mothers, and can lie trusted 
to cover n good lot of eggs.- I think 
they look lovely at all times. 1 am 
exceedingly fond of the buffs, and re- 
gret to give them up. as I intend; hut I 
do it because I think 1 have found "a 
better thing." 

The dainty white little orpingtons 
'nearly always have an ugly age. 
They feather slowly, and many of the 
cockerels show a distressing amount of 
red skin, that seems so burned by the 
sun. But they are very strong birds, 
nnd as soon as their' feathers rover 
them they are just as lovely as at first. 
They are all in while — white dress, 
•white beak, white legs. On the gren 
grass they arc more dainty than any 
yellow-legged tribe, in my opinion. 
They are smaller boned than the buffs, 
and make good broilers. They are 
very graceful, and hold themselves like 
veritable aristocrats in the feathered 
world. They are less broody, too, than 
the huffs, and are easily broken, laying 
very soon. If tllpy are allowed to 
bring out chickens, they lay again fte- 



fore the chicks are old -enough lo he 
left, in many cases. Lake the buffs, 
they are, as a rule, perfect motliers, 
but the Leghorn blood in them shuns 
in more excitability. Sly own birds are 
very lame, but so easily frightened, 
IA stranger in the yard sends litem Into 
a panic. I think on (he whole they 
Jay more eggs than the buffs under '.he 
ssanie conditions, and are less inclined 
to put on fat. 

i But now 1 come to the black orping- 
itons. After two seasons, 1 feel conli- 
dent that they tire the best of all. 
They were the original variety, and 
came out. in 1880. They made quite a 
stir in the poultry world at the time.- 
being quite different from any breed 
Itheh in existence. They were of im- 
mense sine, like the langshaiis, but: 
.with clean, short legs, and very full, 
deep breasts. They were much better 
layers than any other large breed, and 
as table birds their flesh was white and 
delicate. The large breeds of fowl, 
then, being rather coarse in Mesh. 

Xow, after twenty years, they seffiri 
still to hold their own, and certainly 
my experience has been that they ex- 
eel (he oilier varieties, and are ahead 
of any breed I have ever had in my 
| yards. 

While (hey are young 1 do not think 
them handsome, but (hoy are nlwrtys 
I "big for (heir age," and make splendid 
I broilers ami roasters— the (lesli white 
ami delicate. Such compact round 
bodies they have, and so small-boned, 
they carry lots of flesh. As layers I 
have yet to find their equal. 1 took 
note of one pen of •four hens this -year, 
and in . twenty days there was only one 
egg loss (ban the number they could 
possibly have laid. That was wonder- 
fully oven laying, showing that each 
lien was a layer. I did not lake account 
of I he other yards, but they seemed 
much the same. And so it has been all 
(he season, the nests were never emp- 
ty in the black orpington yards, and 
every hen has given a good account of 
herself. They mature quickly, some of 
the pullets laying before live months' 
old. As they fetich maturity they 
grow more handsome. Their feathers 
are very lustrous and close set. People 
say black fowls are not attractive- 
iBInck is hardlv a good description. A 
well-bred black orpington shows such 
a brilliant beetle-green, that it is 
beautiful to look at, and it does not 
lose this lustre at any time of year. II 
never seems lo show a dull coal, or to 
look rusty. When we add to (his its 
square frame, deep breast, short clean 
legs, and erect carriage, we may well 
,say it would be hard to tind its eoual. 
'It: is a great ithing to find a bird which 
lays as well as the small breeds, and 
yet is about perfect -for—the table. 
' As for the cost of feeding. I honestly 
cannot say that I see much difference. 
The smaller breeds are such wild 
things there is a stood deal of nervous 
waste, and any hen that lays a sood- 
.sized egg must eat a good deal of 
food in order to produce it.

% A John St. Resident Makes a Handsome Profit From His J

It is customary lo associate the ev- 
tensive breeding of poultry- with the 
suburban ranch or farm in the country, 
but W. B. Nachtirieb has proved to his 
own satisfaction that it can be done 
on a city lot. It is to be expected that 
greater care is needed where the 
grounds are small. This particular care 
Mr. Nachtrieb takes, and success has 
so far crowned his efforts. 

His place is an ordinary city lot, 1-0 
feet by (it) feel, hut besides the hack 
part of the adjoining lot on which the 
dwelling hous,. Is built has been util- 
ized for a similar purpose. Several 
large houses are used, as well ;is two 
colony houses, that can be moved from 



(lottos from a special laying strain just 
lately imported from Australia. The 
progenitors of these birds won the first 
prize in the international laying con- 
test in that country, in which 450 birds 
were entered. One of the pullets in this 
pen won the specinl prize last year for 
the best shaped female in the show. 
As a utility fowl, .Mr. Nachtrieb thinks 
the wyandotte is a leafier. It is a 
heavy layer, matures early, is a good 
(able bird, has a plump body and tine 
flavored meal. 

While discussing I he question of 
profitable breeds, Mr. Nachtrieb told of 
the results from his buff orpingtons. 
He says they average fifty per cent.

All (he bouses arc built on the prin- 
ciple of (he open front, With even 
other part tight, One f>t these is a 
double-decker, with the capons up- 
stairs. Some of (he- capons are im- 
mense fellows, weighing from ten to 
fourteen pounds live weight. Where 
«pitee Is circumscribed, "me must oil Her 
c,i ponize or sell off the cockerels when 
very young. The meal of I he capon, as 
everyone knows, who has tried them, Is 
lender and juicy, even after I ho bird 
has renchcil a year old- In one of the 
laying -pens' I' found nine white wynn-i 



laying all the year round, mid although 
he has not made up his returns for the 
year, he is confident that there will be | 
a margin of from two to three dollars 
n head prolit on laying hens. The or- 
pingtons are good winter layers, hut . 
they continually want to brood. lie: 
keeps a hanging pen in his house made 
of slats, into which the brooders are; 
placed as soon us discovered. Two or 
three days in this cooler is usually suf- 
tir ion i to break them from the Inclina- 
tion to sit. 

The colony houses are constructed 
somewhat on the same principle as the 
others, but (hey are moveable. I luring 
the day doors and windows nrc opened 
on both sides, lo admit all (he nir ami 
sunshine possible. Although the houses 
are only li feet by 1L! feel, they will ac- 
commodate about twenty-five laying 
hens. They an' raised eighteen inches 
above the. ground lo allow of dusting 
places being beneath the house. In one 
of (hese Mr. Nachtrieb keeps Uhode 
Island Reds and in the other black 
uiiiyrras, 

'I he Sanborn home-made, fresh air 
brooder is the favorite here. Last year 
a round metal brooder was used similar 
to that recommended in bulletin 7, is- 
sued by the Dominion government. It 
was successful, but (he most satisfac- 
lory and cheapesl is (he Sanborn. The 
cost of (he metal brooder is $.'t.i2>j, 
while the material in (he other can be 
purchased for $1,70, and (hey are 
Utile easy lo make. There is « boiler 



circulation of fresh nir, and the -chicks 
arc consequently healthier. 

Every chicken breeder has his own 
method of feeding. Mr. Nachtrieb uses 
what is known as (he dry feed system. 
No soft, mash is ever given, and the 
grain food is given in hoppers and is 
always before the bird. When fed in 
this way (he fowls never cat too 'much, 
and do not gel too fat, as they often 
will when fed in any other way. A 
smattering of grain is thrown among 
the litter to encourage scratching. 
•Every grain of this is picked up, even 
when (lie hoppers are full. 

The food given is a mixed ration of 
ground grain and beef scraps. They 
get all of the latter they will eat. _,lt 
is bought by the sack from the dealers, 
who get: it from large packing houses. 
Mr. Nachtrieb makes his own hop- 
pers on several different plans, One 
sort is just a box with slats over one 
side, above the level of the grain. This 
box is recommended by (he experi- 
mental farm at Ottawa. Besides the 
food, the chickens arc given all the 
charcoal (hey will eat. This is neces- 
sary to keep them laying, and should 
never ho neglected. It is purchased by 
the sackful, and put through a Humph- 
rey bone cutter. 

Next !o running wafer in a chicken 
yard, the best supply can be obtained 
from a self-feeding fountain- This can 
very easily be made from an old coal 
oil can. All that is necessary is lo have 
a 1%-iuch sc-ew soldered into the ? op- 
posite corner from the faucet. The 
screw is for tilling and cleaning the 
can. When tilled it is laid on its side 
with the faucet dripping into a shallow 
pan. As soon as the water rises high 
enough to cover the mouth of the fau- 
cet, the water slops flowing, thus in- 
suring a plentiful supply without 
wasting any. The outfit can be made 
at a cost of fifteen or twenty cents. 

The keeping of four hundred fowl on 
about one thousand square feet of land 
is intensive tannine: of (he mosf pro- 
nounced type. If this can be done suc- 
cessfully, what may not be done where 
the conditions are more favorable? As 
witli everything else, if is necessary to 
give much care and attention if the 
best results are to be obtained, and, 
more than that, (he operator must 
know what he is doing. The beginner 
should keep only a few hens first, until 
he finds that he can handle these suc- 
cessfully. Then the flock can be in- 
creased. K there is a profit of two dol- 
lars each on- hens, and Mr. Nachtrieb 
says (here is a prolit of three dollars, 
a 'comfortable living could be made 
from a thousand, scientifically handled. 
The results depend on giving plenty of 
fresh air, exercise and regular careful 
'attention. 
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• A Famous Horse • 

• That Reads Thought «

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The Literary Digest. 

Our own naturalist, John Burroughs, 
frequently urges the danger incurred 
by observers of animals in assuming, 
behind their acts the same mental pro- 
cesses as men would employ under like 
circumstances. This lesson is the main 
thought in an article on "The Human 
and Animal Soul," in Westennann's 
iMonatshefte (Brunswick, May)' by the 
scientific director of (he Berlin Zoo- 
logical Gardens, Dr. Ludwig Heck. As 
an instance in poinf, the article con- 
tains probably the best account that 
has appeared of the case, in that city, 
of -Clever Hans" (Dr. Klngc Hans), 
'Herr von Osten's Russian stallion, which 
has attracted so much attention. This 
horse, ostensibly given by its master 
a course of instruction patterned after 
that in the Prussian primary schools, 
gives by stamping with his hoof the an- 
swer to examples in arithmetic, spells 
words, etc. The numbers in the ex- 
amples may even be known to (he pro- 
pounder alone (in one instance, at 
jeast, never before seen by the horse), 
and not spoken, merely thought. The 
horse has been visited and studied for 
hours at a time by thousands, includ- 
ing princes, high government officials, 
privy councillors, college presidents and 
professors, heads of museums, etc., 
•been described and discussed in the 
Prussian and German newspapers; and 
his fame has reached foreign lands, and 
even the New York press. No ' — in- 
cluding professional men, exerting their 
powers to the utmost — was able to de- 
led anything like collusion between 
master and steed. Indeed, the horse 
performed equally well in his master's 
absence for Herr Schillings, the fa- 
mous African traveler and animal ex- 
pert, who spent months investigating 
him — acting of course as critic, and 
not as ally. The dual solution of the 
riddle was a triumph for German 
scientific procedure. 

Before the psychologists were will- 
ing to bepjn the positive Investigation, 
the head of the psychological Univer- 
sity-Institute of Berlin University re- 
quired a public verdict of non-collusion 
from a body of acknowledged experts. 
Accordingly, a committee consisting of 
practical horsemen, horse-tralnlng 
adepts, zoologists, physiologists, psy- 
chologists, and veterinary surgeons 
was appointed, and after a series of 
experiments, unanimously reported 
that no training tricks or .-my sort of 
the circus kind were used, thai the 
horse receives absolutely no Intentional 
signs or conscious helps from his ques- 
tioner, and, further, that, In tin m- 

mlttee's opinion, no unintentional or 
Involuntary signs are used. Vrom this 
point Dr. 1-IecU's article proceeds: 

"Here now, after the ground had 
been leveled for them by (lie commit- 
tee, the psychologists storied in with 
their further investigations. And tin 
extremely acute gift of observation and 
systematic work of Herr Osltar 
Pfungst, one of the younger psychol- 
ogists from the University-Institute, 
especially, Is lo hi- thanked that we to- 
day understand Clever Hans' case, and 
know how he did his examples and spell- 
ed his words, Withotll rising above his 

horse's understanding to men's under- 
standing. He has learned to read the 
answer from his instructor's face; by 
quite small movements, to most people 
imperceptible, of the person (male or 

female) standing before him, lo recog- 

jii/.e when he must stop stamping. 

/('lever Hans is a orl of Cumberland, 
-a sort of thought-reader among the 
dorses, as Dr. Moll in a discitsiot) lie- 
fore the Psychological Society very 
iiplly called him- 

"How docs that happen, and how 
rwus that shown'/" 

"PfllUgSt, who (as I have said) pos- 
sesses an extremely keen ami highly- 
trained gift of observation, thought he 
noticed quite small movements in 
Herr von Osten when Clever Hans 
bad reached the last number of the 
example. Schillings was unable to, 
perceive the same, though, IIS mustcr- 
(Bhol ami inaslcr-photographer of the 
animals of the African wilderness, 
Certainly keen observation and quick 
apprehension may be credited lo him. 
.Such line reactions are concerned here! 

"Thereupon Pfungst made (he fol- 
lowing check-experiment: Ho devised

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Irivances record even the most delicate 
movements of the person put into Iho 
apparatus, in three different directions, 
greatly magnified as curves. More ex- 
actly 1 cannot express myself, not to 
forestall Pfungst in publicity. Now 
•Pfungst had questions asked and exer- 
cises given him, as it was the custom 
to do with Clever Hans, by various 
random persons put into Ibis appara- 
tus, and answered them by rapping, 
i Pfungst played (so to speak) Clever 
| linns; and the partner put into the 
apparatus, Herr von Osten. 

"And. lo! each time al the last rap, 
when the number though I of and de- 
sired was reached, the apparatus 
s.ored extensive curves, i.e.. the per- 
sons experimented upon made move- 
ments. 

"Now Herr von Osten and his Clever 
Hans were again tested by two ob- 
servers who were provided with fifth- 
of-a-seeond watches, such as are used 
at races, and "-ho closely watched, one 
the man, (lie other the horse. By so 
doing, by (be aid of I he timepieces, it 
was plainly proved that the reaction 
occurred sooner in the mini than in 
the horse — about a fifth of a second 
earlier. Thereby the external possi- 
bility was proved, ami lit the same 
time, a great internal probability given, 
that Clever Hans perceived these slight 
movements and had learned to govern 
himself by them. 

"That became still more probable 
through a repetition of the blinders- 
experiments that had already been 
made earlier. Thereby it was plainly 
shown that the ability of the horse to 
answer ceased as soon as lie could no 
longer see the questioner. Irrefutably 
proved, however, was the connection by 
• means of further protracted and time- 
consuming series of experiments, made 
and recorded with the greatest care by 
Pfuugst, wherein this young psycholo- 
gist manifested a quite astonishing 
self-control and nervous force, 
i "He could soon—and, of course, to- 
Bay can still— wholly at will make pos- 
sible or Impossible 'the answer for the 
horse, accordingn'Ias lie either avoids 
through the greatest- conceivable nerv- 
ous strain every (eVen the smallest) in- 
voluntary movement, or puts his ques- 
tions without special' effort like every 
other natural person. Pfungst is at 
present engaged, on the basis of a 
gigantic collection of observation-notes 
'with all possible series of numbers and 
tables, in completing an exhaustive 
treatise upon Clever Hans that cer- 
tainly will excite much interest in the 
■widest circles." 

1 Hence it can now no longer be open 
to any doubt, we are assured, flint 
Clever Hans performs in his answers 
no sort of mental work in the higher 
Isehso, but merely pays attention to the 
little, almost imperceptible, and quite 
unintentional helps that the questioner 
gives him. And the historical evolu- 
tion of tin' matter will thus have been 
this: That, while Herr von Osten be- 
lieved he was teaching the horse like a 
child, the latter was being trained 
merely in the close- observation of the 
little 'movements of his master, in or- 
der to gel his hits of bread and carrot, 
the writer goes on: 
"Clever Huns is most instructive, 
j however, as an example of how in ani- 
mals mental operations are possible 
that externally ami apparently specific- 
ally, resemble human ones exactly to 
a hair. but. Internally and in reality, 
take place in quite different fashion. 
If lover Hans reckons and spells, appar- 
ently, exactly like a primary school 
pupil: and. in point of fact, he knows 
nothing whatever of numbers or letters, 
but merely pays close attention to the 
smallest unconscious movements of the 
person stfuuling before him. which 
show him when he must stop with the 
hoof-pa wing, in order to get bits of car- 
rot and oread. 

' "At all events, the horse of Herr 
von Osten renin ins n phenomenon, the 
'most remarkable animal of his species 
that has hitherto been known— an in- 
credibly fine thought-reader anion;; the 
horses, such as previously has not been 
dreamed of- Immortality in the his- 
tory of animal psychology and of 
(sense-psychology is assured lo him and 
to his master."

Reference was made the o t li or 
in tlio Colonist lo the HUggestioil of Mv. 
V. C; Wade, tlmt Cnnndii. should ilo 
.something towards immortalizing the 
memory; of General Wolfe by the erec- 
tion of a monument over his prims at 
the place of liis burial in England. 
IThe proposal of Mr. Wade wris made 
at the Canadian club, Winnipeg, In the 
course of an instructive address, which 
is taken verbatim, as follows, from the 
.Winnipeg Free Press: 

"The France of Louis XV., wrote 
tho Abbe Casgrain, "hastened to forget 
the memory of Montcalm, which lay 
upon it ns a. burden of remorse The 
.France of America will always cherish 
it, ll bus forgotten his faults to re- 
member only his virtues anil Ills hero- 
ism. The name of Montcalm is in- 
scribed on our monuments and public 
places. History and poetry have joined 
Ihtinds to celebrate the national heri- 
tage of his glory. The mausoleum 
raised over nis tomb a century after 
his death Is not less honored than that 
of Wolfe at Westminster." 

Can we point to the same devotion 
on the part of the England of America, 
a like reverence for the memory of the 
great Wolfe, by whoso victory the 
American continent became I lie heri- 
tage of the Anglo-Saxon race'.' Do we 
make pilgrimages to the grave of our 
great hem? Whal columns, what 
mausoleum have we erected over his 
last resting place".' I question very 
much if one in ten thousand Canadians 
could name the place where Ueneral 
Wolfe's remains were laid at rest on 
November 'JO, 17.7.). 

General the Mai\|tiis do Montcalm 
was buried practically on the field of 
battle, in the very ground for which he 
fought, and surrounded by the sorrow- 
ing people for whom he died. "The 
confns'on in Quebec was such," writes 
the Abbe Casgrain, "that it was impos- 
sible to find a workman to make a 
collin for the deceased general." "Sse 



during the famous procession of boats 
down the starlit St. Lawrence, Wolfe 
recited the following stanzas In a low- 
voice to his officers, and added, "I 
would rather have written those lines 
than take Quebec." How strikingly is 
the teaching of the "elegy" enforced by 
a page from the register of St. Al- 
phage !

ing ibis difficulty," says the 
of the Ursuliues, "our foreman, an old 
lErerichmaii of Dauphine, known 
amongst us as Bonhonime Michel, has- 
tily got together some planks, anil, 
shedding copious tears, made a rough 
box, little in keeping with the precious 
corpse it was to hold." The body of 
ithe brave soldier was laid within it, 
and at about nine p. in. the funeral 
procession started for the Ursuliues' 
chapel, through the streets encumb- 
ered with debris and ruined walls. He- 
hind the collin marched in mournful 
silence the commander of the garrison 
.with his officers, and many citizens, 
their number being added to as they 
advanced, by the townsfolk women and 
children. Xo tolling bells or salvos of 
artillerj announced the general's fuii- 
ernl, for the only guns that spoke hind- 
er projectiles on the town. The crowd 
'tilled the church, wherein all was ab- 
solutely dark save for the wax tapers 
arranged round the trestles which bore 
the bier. To the right close to tho 
convent chapel's railing a bombshell 
had torn up the flooring, and made an 
excavation in the > soil. -., This cavity 
wan which, enlarged and 
formed u suitable soldier's grave, 
i "The cure of Quebec, Abbe Resche, 
assisted by two of the cathedral cati- 
ons, intoned the Libera, those present, 
and the choir of eight nuns, who 
remained to guard the convent, re- 
sponding. Then the coffin was lowered 
into the ditch, "whereupon," says tho 
convent's chronicler, "the sobs and 
■tears broke out afresh, for il seemed 
nis though Xew France were descending 
into the -grave with her general's re- 
mains." Her enemies thought so too, 
but they were mistaken, for the sword 
of France had merely passed into an- 
other hand. T7ie conquered were to 
■arise afresh from ibis disaster to u 
greater victory, and work out for 
■themselves new destinies." 

The Drsuline convent was founded 
in lGoTI by Mine, de la Peltrie ami 
Sidle. Marie de 1'Iucaruation. The pie- 
sent buildings date from I(!80. In the 
Ursuline convent, in the very midst of 
Ills people, in the same grave into 
'which the annalist of the Ursub'iies 
Seemed to see New France descend, lies 
all that remains of the Marquis de 
'Montcalm, and those for whom he 
'fought are close at hand lo do Uini 
honor. 



Had Wolfe been buried in Canadian 
soil, no doubt his grave would long ere 
this have been suitably , honored by 
Canada, the young but giant nation for 
;whic!i his victory paved the n-ny en 
this continent. Hut after Hie battle id' 
the Plains of Abraham, Wolfe's re- 
mains were sent to England. In one 
of the last days of October the cannon

The works of Parkman and the Abbe 
Casgrain tell us little or nothing of the 
ceremonies which took place on the 
arrival of the. remains of General Wolfe 
in England. A pretty full record is 
contained, however, In the annual reg- 
ister for 1769', Vol. 2, commencing at 
page 282. 'The story Is reproduced al- 
most word for word, In W. A. Russell's 
History of England, 17S3: 

"1759. "The remains of that gallant 
hero, Gen. Wolfe, were deposited in the 
country for tho defence of which he 
had lust liis life. 

On Sunday, Nov. 17. at seven o'clock 
In the morning, H. M, S. Royal William 
(in which his corpse was brought from 
Quebec: to Portsmouth) tired two signal 
guns for the removal of his remains. 

At eight o'clock the body was lower- 
ed out of the ship into a twelve oared 
barge, towed by two 12-oared barges, 
and attended by twelve others to the 
bottom of the point in a train of silent, 
gloomy pomp, suitable to the melan- 
choly occasion. 

.Minute guns were tired from the 
ships at-Splthead from the time of the 
body leaving the ship to its being 
landed at Portsmouth, which was one 
annalist! nour. The regiment of invalids was 
ordered under arms before eight, and 
being joined by a company of tho train 
at Portsmouth marched from the par- 
ade there to the bottom of the point, 
to receive the remains. 

At nine tho body was landed and put 
into a hearse, attended by a mourning 
coach (both sent from London), and 
proceeded through the garrison. 

The colors of the fort were struck' 
half-tlag-staff ; the bells were muffled, 
and rung In solemn concert with the 
march; minute guns were bred on the 
platform, from the entrance of the 
corpse to the close of the procession; 
the company of the train led the van 
with their arms reversed; the corpse 
followed; and the invalid regiments 
followed the hearse, their arms revers- 
ed. They conducted t he body to the 
Landport gates, where the train open- 
ed to the right and left, and the hearse 
proceeded through them in the way to 
London. Many thousands of people 
assembled on this occasion, nothing 
was to be beard but murmuring broken 
accents in praise of the dead hero, 
i .On.. the. 20th at night this., remains 
leepened | -Were deposited in the burial place be- 
longing to his family at Greenwich." • 
On the day following the burial at 
Greenwich, tho House of Commons de- 
cided to erect a suitable monument at 
Westminster Abbey. The following ex- 
tract is taken from "The Gentleman's 
Magazine" Vol. XLX, under date Wed- 
nesday, Nov. 21, 1759: 

"Resolved (In the Commons) that an 
humble address be presented to His 
Majesty, most humbly to desire His 
.Majesty that he would be graciously- 
pleased to give directions that a monu- 
ment be erected In the Collegiate 
church of St. Peter, Westminster, to 
the memory of the ever lamented late 
commander in chluf of His Majesty's 
land forces, on an expedition against 
Quebec, Major General James Wolfe, 
who, surmounting by ability and valor 
all obstacles of art and nature, was 
slain in the moment of victory, at the 
head of his conquering troops, in the 
arduous decisive battle against the 
French army, near Quebec, fighting 
for their capita] of Hnnadft, In the year 
1759, and to assure His Majesty 'bis 
House will make good the expenses of 
erecting the said monument. At the 
same time it was resolved that the 
thanks of the house be given lo the 
admirals and generals employed in 
this glorious and successful expedition 
against Quebec." (Vol. 23, page 54!)). 
This also appears in the Commons 
journal, fur Wednesday, Nov. 21, 1759, 
where it further stales that it was 
"resolved nemine contradlcente." 

This Is the monument referred to by 
the Abbe Casgrain in the opening ex- 
tract. It was executed by Wilton in 
marble and represents the dying hero 
sinking into the arms of a grenadier. 
His right hand presses his mortal 
wound. The grenadier is pointing out 
the goddess of fame hovering over- 
head. In the background Is a mourning 



age in Greenwich, one cannot but re- 
call his marvelous bravery and bril- 
liant generalship that planned the at- 
tack at tho Anse du Foulou, which led 
to the capture of Quebec, and the ces- 
sion of thin continent to the Anglo- 
Saxon race. The first impulse Is to 
look around for some great monument; 
some vast mausoleum window, brass or 
mural tablet — some Indication of the 
love and sympathy or at the least 
some vast mausoleum, or in defnult of 
that some memorial window, brass or 
the Canadian people. But there Is 
nothing. The dark mysterious crypt 
Is there, as la the Iron grating, which 
Is pointed to as Indicating the exact 
position of the tomb. These are cold 
and forbidding enough. But that is 
all. Canada has done nothing. New 
England and its lineal successors, the 
United States.- have done nothing. Had 
It not been for efforts of private and 
unknpwn persons by whom a beauti- 
ful memorial window was placed In 
the church In 1896, nearly a century 
and a half after the fall of Quebec, 
there would be nothing at St. Alphago 
to indicate that to Wolfe the Anglo- 
Saxon race on this continent almost 
owes its existence. Do not the people 
of Canada owe it In themselves, as 
well as to the memory of the great 
Wolfe,, to take some action which will 
fittingly express their appreciation of 
j the heroism of the Illustrious hero, to 
whom this continent owes so nine)-'.? 



ALCOHOL AS FUEl!. 



The passage by Congress of the act 
making "denatured" alcohol free of In- 
ternal taxes, which has been consider- 
ed several times in those pages, is ex- 
pected to result in a large increase in 
tin.- use of alcohol as a fuel, especially 
In internal-combustion motors where 
gasoline Is now usually employed. The 
probabilities are discussed editorially 
In The Electrical World (New York, 
July 7). The thermal value of alcohol, 
it would appear, is nearly one- third 
less than that of gasoline, but in spite 
of this, Its advantages for the purposes 
named above are marked In some re- 
spects. Says the writer:

ature of the rejected gases, and the 
htgner the therm a efficiency. It Is un- 
derstood that with a proper engine the 
thermal efficiency may be raised to and 
above 30 per cent., wnlle Willi gasoline 
the efficiency would be nearly 10 per 
cent, lower. In point of safety, too, the 
alcohol has a very considerable advan- 
tage in that it has a very much lower 
flashing point than any petroleum 
product that can be readily worked in 
an internal-combustion engine. of 
course, even crude petroleum can be 
used if necessary, but far less easily 
than the hydrocarbons of lower boil- 
ing point." 

Other advantages are that alcohol 
burns with a pale blue llatne with lit- 
tle radiated heat and no soot. Its heat 
is delivered mainly by convection as in 
case of a Bunsen burner, so that the 
danger of overheating objects near the 
(lame is lessened; and an alcohol lire 
can be put out with water, because it 
mixes with the water Instead of Moat- 
ing on it, as gasoline does. Again, tho 
odor of alcohol is Inoffensive, while that 
of gasoline is most disagreeable. To 
ijuote further: 

"So much for alcohol In the open air 
or in storage. In engines It works ad- 
mirably, giving very clean combustion, 
of which the main product Is water 
vapor. Less easily vaporized than gas- 
oline, it still Is readily enough man- 
aged, and, as we have seen, gives ex- 
cellent efficiency. As to the actual cost 
in operating alcohol-engines, data dif- 
fer somewhat. A few engines have 
been sent from this country to Cuba, 
where they are worked on alcohol cost- 
ing 10 to I'l cents per gallon for a 
spirit unite good enough tor the pur- 
pose. At this price gasoline would bo 
at rather a disadvantage, assuming 
equal dynamical value per gallon. 
Prior to the passage of the recent, bill 
such spirit would have carried a pro- 
hibitive tax, some $1 per gallon. Even 
now it will have to carry some extra 
charge for denaturing. Wood spirit, 
much used for this purpose, is much 
more expenslvo than the alcohol itself; 
and pyridine, the other substance con- 
siderably used for 'dena t u rizlng," is far 
from cheap and has a most Infamous 
odor. 

"Evidently there Is room for im- 
provement in the process of denaturi- 
zatlon, and the time before t: 
goes Into effect can lie utilized t 
purpose in working over the problem. 
Even using wood spirit for the purpose 
still leaves a fair margin of cost hi 
Eavor of alcohol when the manufacture 
gets fairly under way. 

"All soils of vegetable waste, such 
as refuse from the beet-sugar process, 
can be utilized for alcohol-making, as 
well as surplus grain In times of ex- 
ceptional crops. To take full advant- 
age of all this, the denaturlzing pro- 
cess must be simple, cheap, and effect- 
ive, and watch should be kept lest 
some of the chief gains of the bill be 
nullified by regulation for denaturlza- 
tion, such as would practically throw 
the industry into the hands of a mon- 
opoly. Given the Spirit at anything 
like the price claim ad by Its advocates, 
and we would seem i-i iiuve a fuel pe- 
culiarly well adapted for r.-.ry cases 
of small power- production, for subsi- 
diary beating purposes so Important) In 
many industries, and for auxiliary res- 
idence-heading.

LIQUID FUEL TCP STEAM RAISING 

The use of liquid fuel in place of 
coal lor raising steam in both land and 
marine- boilers appears, says Engineer- 
ing, to possess a great attraction for 
some people. If we are to judge by 
the number of patents that have been 
taken out of late years for different 
forms of burners, whereby petroleum 
and similar oils may be atomized 
burned, there must be a very sanguine 
prospect in many minds as lo the 
future of these fuels. At first sight 
the advantages of petroleum as a fuel 
are apt to stand out with undue prom- 
inence, and in certain cases appear so 
great that it is at once assumed that 
such fuels are on the high road towards 
supplanting coal entirely for most, if 
not all, industrial purposes. There are, 
however, certain important facts which 
are lost sight of by those who lake Ihis 
'view. Admirable as liquid fuel is in 
certain situations, due to the cleanli- 
ness arising from its use, as well as to 
the ease with which it may lie stored 
and transported and its combustion 
regtlluted, it is never likely lo Influence 
to any great extent the use of 
at any rate not until some vast new 
sources of supply are discovered. If 
we compare the world's annual output 
of coal Willi the annual supply of pe- 
troleum, we see, adds Engineering, 
how enormous the difference is, and, 
how unlikely it is lliat oil will ever 
prove anything but a very Insignificant 
rival to the older fuel. According to a 
table prepared by Ihe United Stales 
[Geological Survey, the annual output 
of coal for the whole world is now 
about 840,011,000 tons, while the 
world's total annual production of pe- 
troleum is somewhere in the region of 
200,000.000 barrels, or about 0.G60.000.- 
000 imperial gallons. If we take ?,V\ 
"barrels of petroleum as .approximately 
•equivalent for heating purposes to one 
ton of coal, we find that the world's 
.total annual production of oil is equal 
to about 81,840,1S4 Ions, or 7.JIG per 
cent, of the coal out put. In tin- face of 
the fact, however, that probably about 
'half of Ihis quantity is absorbed by
